Chronie DNsvase nnd Untounded Prosedu-

Henry Ellsworth Montross pro-
prictor of tho hotel at Layton is
Iying nt the point of death from o
pistol shot wound in the head., The
shot is snpposed to have beon flred
Sunday morning about 7 o'dlook, and
to he self inflicted. The ball hos
not beon  oxtracted, and death
would seem to e inevitable,  Mr,
Montross has exeited the wonder of
thie medicnl fraternity by his won-
tlorful fortitude, and vitality, in so
long surviving n woand that wonld
ordinarily prove futal atonos, The
procise prrticulars of the aot does
not interest the publie nk shonld the
motive, While distortod rumors
hueve got nbrond that family tronbles
or financial difflealties were the
canse, 1 can state positively that
neither is correct in nny  partionlar.
Eis tnmily relations were plénsnnt,
nnd his finnnecial situntion wis not
such as to canse him any uneasinees
whintaver, It may seim o be tres-
presing upon delionte ground, but in
the face of fmlse rumors, and dis
torted facts, which always travel
with greator celerity than the troth,
I feel it my duty as a neighbor, mnd
friend, to set vight as far as my
direet knowledgo extends, the sim-
plo fnets ns 1 know them, Mr,
Montross for at least eight years has
probalily not known o single weelk
in which be hns not beéen n sulferer
from u chronie and painful stomach
mulpdy, but while he was of & ner-
vous tempernment, and resen tid an
injury, or wrong quickly, he readily
and generously forgave, and always
tried to resome friendly fntercourse
ab au enrly doy, » Not making due
allowanee for the nérvous struin
ondured by him, throagh long yeurs
of suffering, and of which he gave
remarkably little cutward indication
in his appenrance or actions; many
who shoald have been his friends
participated in shallow perseoution,
and annoyances, which were both
unmanly, and ungensrons, This
carried over n long period of time,
nnd conpled with his physical in-
firmity, could not act otherwise than
to cause o fooling of depression that
would make tolerable nt thmes the
idon of otarnal rest, and goiet in the
grisve ; and for them, shonld bo o
thorn in their memory for long
years to come,  Appreciating ns [ do
all theso varled and dopressing in-
fluences, | ean readily undorstand
nnoaet, that many not convorsant
with the situntion may tily oon-
desmin, For Mya.
